Loss of Togliatti 
Hits Leadership of 
Italian Commies 


Control of Largest Western 
Red Camp Could Shake Line-Up

ROME (AP) — Loss of the 


towering leadership of Palmiro 
Togliatti has sent Italy's power- 
ful Communist party into a wob- 
bly orbit. 


The next year may determine 


whether the biggest Red satel- 
lite party of the Western world 
drifts 
closer 
to Moscow 
or 


breaks further away. 


Either 
trend could have an 


effort on other Communist par- 
ties of the west, and have reper- 
cussions in the future of Italy's 
own center-left government. 


Although Togliatti had strung 


along reluctantly on destaliniza- 
tion, the "cult of the personali- 
ty" continued in Italian com- 
munism until Togliatti died. 
. He ruled the party unchal- 
lenged. His followers called him 
"H Migliore" — The Best. He 
built the party to such strength 
that he could speak with author- 
ity even in Moscow. 


Not one of his lieutenants can 


step comfortably into his shoes. 


The day after Togliatti was 


buried the party secretaryship 
was turned over to austere, un- 
smiling Luigi Longo, onetime 
coleader 
of the International 


Brigade in Spain. He had been 
Togliatn's right-hand man from 
the start and faithfully followed 
Togliatti's line. 


He was called "H Gallo" — 


The Rooster — but he was al- 
ways a weak crower. Even his 
friends admit he is not much of 
a public speaker. He: lacks the 
dynamic oratory with which 
Togliatti held his party con- 
gresses in line.: Unless he can 
command the near 100 per cent^ 
backing of his party which To- 
gliatti had, his voice in Moscow 
would lack Togliatti's authority. 


Collective Head 


Longo opendly admitteed he 


could not replace Togliatti and 
indicated that he would largely 
be a first among equals in a 
collective leadership, at least 
for the present. 


There will be a lot of behind- 


the-scenes political talk in the 
Italian Communist party's 24,- 
000 cells between now and next 
year when its national congress 
must vote on the leadership. 


Several likely candidates for 


the .secretaryship 
are much 


younger than Longo, who is 64. 
At least some of them will be 
making a strong bid to take 
command. 


Candidates 


Closest to Togliatti's position 


is Mario Alicata, 46, director of 
the party's newspaper L'Unita. 
Another 
strong 
candidate 
is 


Giorgio Amendola, 56, a Neapol- 
itan. Like Togliatti ,he would 
back Premier Khrushchev in 
the quarrel with Peking. Like 
Togliatti he has objected to 
Khrushchev's idea of airing the 
quarrel in an international Com- 
munist meeting. But Amendola 
is a proponent of even greatei 
autonomy from Moscow than 
Togliatti had advocated. 


Far to the left is Pietro In 


grao, 47, his faction had little 
hearing while Togliatti held the 


reins. He has favored an un- 
compromising, tough stand sim- 
ilar to that of the Chinese Reds. 


Not out of the picture is Gian- 


carlo Pajetta, 50, the orator the 
party turns loose in Parliament 
when it wants to blast out with 
both fists. Pajetta lambasted 
the Chinese at the party's con- 
gress in 1962. Up to then most 
Communist criticisms of Peking 
had been aimed indirectly, hit- 
ting pro-Chinese Alabania. 


Pajetta blurted out in the pre- 


sence 
of Chinese observers: 


We don't need to call 'you Al- 
janians. We can call you Chi- 
nese." 


No Moderate 


Although he is anti-Peking, 
'ajetta is no moderate. He 
;tands for a two-fisted, fighting 
:omrnunism. 


On his last visit to the Soviet 


Jnion, where he died of brain 
lemorrhage in the Crimea, To- 
liatti had hoped to see Khrush- 
chev for one more appeal not to 
isk an open split in commun- 
sm by the international confer- 
nce over the Moscow-Peking 
quarrel. 


Togliatti had spoken out in 


praise of some forms of Com- 
munist independence from Mos- 
cow, such as President Tito's in 
Yugoslavia. 


But Longo will need all the 
upport from Moscow he can 
get if he is to keep younger 
challengers from taking over 
he party.

Sen. Keating Weathers a Storm 


Mrs. Clare Booth Luce's effort to pres- 


sure Sen. Kenneth Keating into backing 
the national Republican ticket of Gold- 
water and Miller was a solid failure. In 
fact, the effort only served to make her 
look rather foolish and to indicate the lack 
of New York backing for the national tick- 
et. 


Sen. Keating was nominated as the 


choice of the New York Republican Party 
to run against Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy, 
the Democratic candidate. Keating has de- 
clared he will run on his own record. Pre- 
sumably he will avoid all mention of the 
national ticket if at all puJsible. 


What Mrs. Luce failed to recognize was 


that this may serve the Republican party 
better in the long run than for Sen. Keat- 


Bobby Baker Again 


President Johnson's order that the 


F B.I. investigate whether any federal laws 
have been violated in the most recent 
charges involving Bobby Baker was long 
past due. It might have been a good idea 
for such an investigation at the time the 
United States Senate whitewashed the ear- 
lier inquiry because it feared it might step 
on some mighty big toes. 


The latest charge has been made by 


Sen John Williams of Delaware, a Repub- 
lican, who has been quite a %vatchdog of 
government financial affairs. According to 
Williams, Matthew McCloskey, a prominent 
Democrat who had the contract for the 
building of the District of Columbia sta- 
dium, overpaid the insurance bond by 
$35,000. Some $10,000 of the money was 
kept by the insurance agent; the rest went 
to Bobby Baker presumably to be si- 
phoned into a Kennedy-Johnson campaign 
fund. 


McCloskey claims that he received a 


statement from the insurance company for 
$109,205.60 and that he has an invoice to 
prove it. According to Williams, the pre- 
mium on the bond really was only $73,- 
631.28. What is doubly interesting is that 
the source of Williams' Charges is none 


ing to knuckle under to orders from the 
top. Sen. Goldwater has shown his aware- 
ness of this already. So have major New 
York Republicans such as Gov. Rockefeller, 
Sen. Jacob Javits and Richard Nixon. In 
the more liberal element of New York, it 
probably would be impossible for 
Sen. 


Keating to have a chance of reelection if he 
ran primarily on the national ticket. This 
is particularly true because of the race 
conflict in New York. 


The appeal of both parties is bound to 


be different in sections of the nation be- 
cause the parties on a local level are not 
the same all over the United States. Sen. 
Keating's best chance to beat Bobby Ken- 
nedy is to run on his own record which 
is very good.

Reynolds obviously is out to get Baker. 


Some of his earlier charges were not sub- 
stantiated because the senate investigating 
committee was afraid to dig very deep and 
did not call such people to testify as other 
senators or Walter Jenkins, one of Presi- 
dent Johnson's advisors. If Reynolds did 
send the invoice for the larger amount, he 
may have to come up with more proof. The 
Democratic party insists it did not receive 
the $25,000 but the sum could have been 
alleged to come from someone else—or 
Baker simply may have pocketed it himself. 


At any rate, McCloskey later was ap- 


pointed Ambassador to Ireland where al- 
most anyone could do the job without dan- 
gerous international incidents leading to 
nuclear war. He resigned last winter and 
his firm then was involved in charges con- 
cerning poor construction of another fed- 
eral building. 


This all could be a very untidy business 


indeed. But if the F.B.I, or a Senate com- 
mittee is really going to investigate, then 
no one should be immune.

existing in the Fox Cities region, it might 
be well for some communities to take a 
page from Appleton's book when it comes 
to dealing with old, rundown buildings. 


In recent months local officials have 


become increasingly aware of the fact that 
dilapidated buildings trigger blight and 
•with it many physical and sociological prob- 
lems. 


Although the Common Council has not 


adopted a blanket policy. Appleton alder- 
men in several instances have taken it 
upon themselves to make thorough inspec- 
tions of their respective wards to pinpoint 


residential and commercial structures that 
are in a state of disrepair or should be 
razed. 


Some private developers in Appleton 


and the Fox Cities also have grasped at the 
opportunity to buy up rundown properties 
to have them cleared for modern apart- 
ment projects. Industrial firms also are 
tearing down old shacks, converting the 
property to neat parking lots for custom- 
ers and employes. 


This is the kind of "homegrown urban 


renewal" that can make cities hold their 
heads high. It is being done by local peo- 
ple and private enterprise without going 
to the federal trough. 


Can We Reduce Quake Damage? 


Due to variations in the makeup of the 


earth, certain parts of the world are in 
earthquake prone areas. Japan and Alaska 
are particularly "high risk" and to a lesser 
extent other areas along the Pacific coast. 
The event of an earthquake tends to make 
it difficult to attract capital. This has been 
Especially true of Anchorage since the 
massive quake last March. 


But the Anchorage area has been un- 


dergoing an unprecedented study by soil 
experts, geologists and engineers. Now 
plans are underway for experiments aimed 
at reducing the tremendous damage which 
occurred last spring and the chance of 
what could be an appalling loss of life. It 
was almost miraculous that neither the 
guake in Alaska in March nor the one in 
Japan in June took many lives. 


Soil has been studied down to a depth 


of 150 feet to determine its character and 
how much it might slip in the event of 


another quake. One project will be the 
construction of a $13 million dam of gravel 
and earth not to hold back water but in- 
stead the business area situated on bluffs. 
It is felt that had the unstable land in this 
area been buttressed, much of it would not 
have slid down the street last March. 


An even more speculative experiment 


involves the sinking of pipes 12 to 18 
inches in diameter into the ground at vary- 
ing distances and depths. The pipes will be 
filled with sand and later removed. The 
theory is that the sand will absorb the 
water in the slippery clay underneath and 
tend to make the land more stable. 


There is not complete agreement on the 


estimates of risk or the plans to reduce 
danger. But the proof will come with an- 
other earthquake. Man has not found out 
a way as yet to prevent the earthquakes, 
but he may be in the process of consider- 
ably reducing their effects.

The Panama Canal, opened 


50 years ago, gave passage to 
12,000 ships in the last fiscal 
year and received tolls total- 
ing $62 million. But it was dug 
chiefly for strategic purposes, 
largely as the result of ex- 
perience in the Spanish War, 
when the battleship Oregon 
had to round Cape Horn to 
reach the Caribbean from the 
Pacific. 


Yet with the approach of 


World War II, the strategic 
vulnerability of the canal to 
air attack had already be- 
come so obvious that Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt 
called for a two- ocean navy. 
Today the canal will not take 
the largest aircraft carriers; 
there is agitation for the con- 
struction of a sea-level sub- 
stitute somewhere else. 


Yet it is doubtful whether 


any canal could be kept open 
under modern conditions of 
war. The Turks came within

DISCIPLINE 


One of the questions in re- 


source conservation is the de- 
gree of self discipline or gov- 
ernment control over the use 
of our various resources.

Goldwater made a suggestion to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
which wasn't new with him, 
either, that the NATO allies

tactical, nuclear 


weapons, what truly may be call- 
ed conventional weapons" and 
the "NATO commander should 
have more control over them." 
Goldwater had said that before. 


But Johnson answered Mon- 


iday to an estimated 100,000 
people 
in Cadillac 
Square: 


"Make no mistake, there is no 
such thing as a conventional 
nuclear weapon." His adminis- 
tration had answered Goldwater 
on that before. 


Two days after Goldwater's 


August talk to the veterans, 
Cyrus R. Vance, deputy secre- 
tary of defense, told the same 
group that to'call tactical nu- 
clear weapons small and con- 
ventional is "dangerously mis- 
leading."

Origin Escapes Astronomers 
For All Its Closeness, the 
Moon Is Sky's Deep Mystery 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — U.S. astronauts may land, could 


From earth, the moon is the 
biggest thing in the sky — and 
one of the biggest mysteries. 


After more than 300 years of 


studying it with increasingly 
powerful telescopes, scientists 
still don't know much more 
about it than when Galileo first 
necked through a telescope. 


They know it's 2,160 miles 


across — about a fourth the di- 
ameter of earth — and that it 
revolves around earth every 27 
days. 


They know it has more than 


300,000 craters 
sid" and that 


on the visible 
some of them 


range up to 146 miles in diamet- 
er with walls 20,000 feet high. 


But they don't know how or 


when it was formed. Most im- 
portantly, now that men are 
Dlanning to set 
foot on the 


moon, they don't know what it's 
made 
of, or 
precisely 
how 


rugged its surface is. 


Earth Telescopes 


Earth telescopes aren't sharp 


enough to show any feature 
much less than a mile in di- 
ameter. A few 
investigators 


lave distinguished craters as 
small as a quarter of a mile 
across, but all they can see is a 
rim and a hole. They can't tell 
leight of the walls or depth of 
he pit. 
That 
means 
that the 
flat 


plains inside the craters may 
not be flat at all. They could be 
a jumble of tortuous crags and 
still show up smooth on photo- 
graphs taken from earth.

tory, Flagstaff, Ariz., sighted 
what appeared to be red flares 
in the area of the crater named 
Aristarchus. If these were erup- 
tions of hot gas, perhaps Aris- 
tarchus is a not-so-dead volca- 
no. 


There's another theory, how-

into the moon's surface—it has 
no cushioning atmosphere like 
earth—over billions of years. If 
so, explosions from these im- 
pacts could have covered the 
moon with a layer of dust some 
estimate to be up to 100 feet 
deep.
